■■ ■ In opening tho meeting Mr. J. Alorti- 
mer, the president of the ornaniz^itioii, 
, explained in a few words that rasohitions 
; would be submitted to thoni oxplanutory 

■ of the purpose for which they were met. 

Mr. Duval then moved tho rosulution, 
as follows: • 

-•• J, "We, tho laboring men and representa- 
tives of labor throughout the province of 
British Columbia feel it our diity to con- 
tradict the statements which have appear- 
ed in a portbo of the local press that no 
grievances exist and that the people are 
contented and prosperous. 
!• "Be it therefore resolved that we pro- 

■i„ test against such statonieiita and ileclare 
them to bo untrue and calculated to mia- 

■ lead his excellency the governor-general, 
and public opinion elsewhere, dlso con- 
demn the manner in which all reference 
to the Chinese question was evaded in the 
addresses presented to tho governor-gen- 
eral and denounce tlio pnlic-y of federal 
and local gnveriitnMnts in permitting the 
employment of Chinese on public wcrks 

■ ■ in preference to our own race, thereby 

driving thousands of able-bodied men 
from the country and by Ohinese oompe- 
tition depriving hundreds of men from 
' earning a livelihood. 

"We further declare that in tho strug- 
gle for existence which has been forced 
upon us by enemies to the true interests 
of the moral, social and political woll- 

■ being of the people, we are of opinion 
that. they and not the Chinese should 
be'' held responsible and pledge our- 
selves to withhold all political and other 
■upport from sucli as have direuily or in- 
directly assisted in tho introduction of 
Chinese labor in the province and rctjnest 

our brethren hero and tho laboring classes 

of the east to co-operate with us in carry- 
ing out all measures for tho reform of ex- 
isting abuses. We also protest against 
the money qualification of electoral rights, 

■ ' •as contained in the lato Franchise Act, 

and demand manhood suffrage, with the 
usual residential reatriotions; reduction 
of the hours of labor, and proportional 
and direct taxation. 

"We furthermore appeal to all good 
citizens for their moral and active support 
' ', inthe raoveriient now inanguraton; to se- 
cure preference for whivo labor, and to 
diminish the number of Chinese in the 
proYinoe by every legitimate means in 
their power. 

"Be it further resolved, that copies of 
this resolution bo forwarded to liis excel- 
lency the governor-Koneral and the trades 
labor executive council of Canada." 

. . Tho motion was seconded by Mr. J. J. 
McOlimont in an earnest and forcible 
speech, which bore with especial weight 
upon the curse of coolie labor and the 

. impossibility of free white men with fam- 
ilies to raise to .compete with it. Tho 
resolution was put and carried unanimous 
ly \yy the assembly, which had been most 
orderly throughout, after which the pro- 
cession re-formed and marched, 'passing 
the Driard on its way. 

Huniloo|>s Assises.

May it Please Your Honor: — We the 
grand jury now assembled beg to make 
the following presontment: 

We feel grutitiod that ynurlordehip met 
with a cordial reception in Carilmo and 
sympathize with y'uir liini,ihi(j's rr- 
marks regarditip the duprussii>;i i f the 
: .mining industry in Ihat region. Wo aU i 
' regret that the criminal calendar at this 
° assize is so large, but wo beg to suggest 
that it is chiefly caused by tho largo in- 
crease in population cauied by tin; pub- 
lic works now in course of L'Doai.riiotiun. 
'■ i Wo also beg to recommend tht- eatah;i:<h- 
'' ing of a county court at Okauagan and 

■ Nioolfc,_^to bo hold at least twice a year; 
and tho thaiika of the community is here- 
by tendered your lordship for tho deter- 
mined maniior in which you have endea- 
vored to suppress the unnecessary litiga 
tion which certain parties at iSicola have 
for years past indulged in. 

And in conclusion we beg to say that we 
trust ere your lordship presides again 
over a supremo court at Kamloops, that 
tho now court house will bo completed 
^nd more accommodation aQorded to your 
lordship and tho juries.

edsiement for the kind feeling displayed 
^p'd approval of what ho conceived to bp 
jjlS dqty. \l was proper that respect and 
ponpdenpo should exist between all jories 
ftnd tho judge, and the mutual friendship

Excellency.

Last evening at 7:30 o'clock, in accnrd- 
anoe with previous announcement, a pub- 
lic banquet waa held at the Driard in 
honor of trie visit iif hia excellent the 
governor-general. At the time appciinted 
tha governor-senernl arrived, accunipan- 
ied by his auito, hia honor tlie liout.- 
Rovernor and hin worship the mayor. The 
quests who had asseinbied rose in greeting 
to hie eicolloncy, who took hid seat at tho 
head of the table. 0:i the iniinediate 
right of hia excellency woroauatcd Uear- 
Admiral Sir M. Culme Suyiiiuur, Jud^e 
Gray, Lord Melgund, Capt. Anson, A.U. 
O,, Hon. Mr. Hope, Statl'-Conidr llroad, 
R. N., Capt. Halifax, R N., Hon. Mr. 
Trutch, Mr. R. Dunainuir, M.P.I'., E. C. 
Baker, M.P., Hon.W, Smitho, etc., while 
occupying the loft hand were Uia Wor- 
ship the Mayor, His Honor tlio Bieut.- 
Governor, Sir M. B. Begbie, Capt. Rohu, 
II.N., Mr. N. Shakeapeare, M. P., Hon.

Knives and furka were plied with a 
•will, vieing in their clatter with tho hum 
of conversation among the aaaemblod 
guests, until 10 o'clnck, when his worship 
the mayor rose to propose the first toast 
of tho evening — The Queen. 

His worship, before proposing this toast, 
read a letter of excuse of absence from 
Dr. Helmcken on the sooro of ill hei'.ltli, 
in which note Iho doctor deprecated tli-j 
feeling that seemed from tho vaiN.iia ad- 
dresBoa to prevail that the cuinplet imi nf 
tho Canadian Pacific railway waa tho cul- 
.mination of confederation, whereas it waa 
bttt'the beginning of the and. (Applaii.su. ) 
Some remarks upon the neoeshity for 
cheaper cable raessnges as an obligiition of 
tho Dominion also excited applause. 

The toast of "Tho Queen" waa then 
proposed by hie worship the mayor, and 
responded to by all standing and singing 
tha national anthuni. 

"Prince of Wales and Puyal Faiiiil}-;" 
proposed by tho mayor. Music, "(rod 
UlesB the Prince of Wales." 

His Excellency tho Governor-Goneral;" 
Music, "Hail to the Chief" and "Rule 
Britannia." 

His worship said ho folt sure that not 
only on account of his ropresontalioii uf 
the Queen, but on account of his acrviooa 
to tho state in tho ollicca lie had held the 
toast would he received with enthuiiiasin 
[applause] It waa a m.^tter of re<:;ret that his 
excellency had purposed making so short 
a stay, but he hoped that the time was 
not far distant when he would again ap- 
pear aoiong thorn, accompanied by Lady 
Lsnsdowno. The toaat waa drank with 
an enthusiasm, oxprcaaing itself in loud 
cheers. 

On rising to respond his excellency, who 
iras again greeted with cheers, said: 

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen, — You have 
added thiu evening one more to the many 
nets of kindness and hospitality which I 
have had tho plea.'jiire of oxperien- 
cing at tho hands of tho citizens of Vic- 
toria, and I feel that any acknowledgment 
which I may be able to ofler to you to- 
night will very imperfectly express my 
gratitude. Wo are all of us, sir, upon 
these occasionB inclined to make apologiea 
for ahortcomingfl on our own part. I am 
afraid I can scarcely make to you the con- 
ventional apology of being unaccustomed 
to publte speaking (laughter). I am con- 
vinced that those of you who have taken 
the trouble to watch my progresa through 
the country must be aware that my pub- 
lic titteranctis have been very frequent, 



and I am a.f"raid they have borne a s riking 
family resemblanae to each other (laugh- 
ter). I hope, however, air, that I shall at 
least be able to express to you aa tho 
holder of the Queen's conimiision in this 
country my thanks for the inaniiBr in 
which you have taken advantage of iny 
visit in order to extend to me a welcome 
of which I deeply appreciate the signiti- 
cance (applause). I fool, indeed, that 
whatever may be my shortcomings 
I am at least secure of your indulgence aa 
the representative of one who having in 
her public career acquired a knowledge of 
public alfaira greater probably than that 
of any living Btatesman has yot known 
how to observe in the strictest manner the 
limits of her constitutional position, (loud 
applause) a sovereign whose private life 
has been an example of all those qualities 
which at e dearest to English men and En- 
glish women throughout tho world. It is 
perhapa true to say llmt in tho eyes of her 
aubjects hero she occupiea a position dis- 
tinct from and greater than that which 
she tills in ours. Because whilo in our 
eyes she is regarded primarily aa the 
queen of timt little group of islands in 
which wo have our home, in your eyes she 
stands out clearly as theruler of that groat 
empire of which Groat Britain is but a 
cotnponunt p;irt, aa the visible proof of 
that uuion which connects not only Can- 
ada from Prince Edward Island to Van- 
couver, but also our British. Indian, Aus- 
tralasian and African oolunioa, in ouo 
oiiipiro, the 'ike of which the world has 
novor seen— no, nor shall see to the end 
(if tiiiiu, (Great applauao.) For myself, 
I may s;iy that my visit to British 
Columbia is the fultillment of an ainbi- 
tiein which has been present to my mind 
ever since I entered this country, i'or- 
hapa having during my first year visited 
tho niaritimu provinces, and planted 
a foot on ouo (Janadiuii ocean, I wished 
to plant tho other foot in another Cana- 
dian ocean daring my second year of 
ollice. Perhapa I was aho tempted by 
tho fact that JJritish Columbia is within 
my experience the or.ly country in the 
world with regard to which no visitor has 
— to nio, at any rate — ever complained 
that hia experience foil ahort of his-oxpec- 
tatioiia. [Loud applause.] I need not, 
however, weary you further with expla- 
nations of the reasons which led ine to 
come, and it ia, perhaps, enough to say 
that when I found out that my visit to the 
Northwest was to bring me within two 
days of the British Columbia coast and 
that I waa actually to travel over 
a considerable number of miles of 
British Columbian territory in tho 
moiintains, I made up my mind 
that it would be distasteful to me and ilis- 
courteouK to you if I did not push on as far 
as the capital of the province. 

I may, I thinli, congi'ftlulnlo myself upou 
having arrived here under fortunate cir- 
eninstimeoH. Wheu luy friend and prede- 
cf.ssov r.ord Dulferiu vi.sited you uiue years 
ago, 1 believe thiit ho expressed a hope that 
he niiKht roliu-u to you by rail. No 
doubt Lord DulVeriii, whose memory I 
think is not forgotcen hero (loud applause) 
if tho numerous calls which tho public 
service mako.-i upon him over allow bim 
to take a ruu over the C. P. K., will bo 
dulightod to revisit British Columbia. In 
the meanwhile t nui sure that it will be a 
pleasure to him to know that after all the 
anxieties and doubts which we have gono 
through, his- successor has at last made hia 
way from Ottawa to Vietoria without leav- 
ing Canadian territory, and save for » few 
miloH upon Canadian rails. Had it not 
been for an nufnrsueu spell of bad weather 
tho lino would by this time have been opeu 
from end to eutl. It has been a source of 
great disappointment to mo that for Ibis 
reiiHOU T hayo been uualile on iny way back 
to Caiiiuln to take jjart in the biyiii;; ot the 
last rail in accordauce with tho kindly wish 
which had been expressed by tho directors. 
Under the genial skies which .havu lately 
shone over us tho work will progress with 
renewed rapidity, and I have no doubt 
whatever that the time which has to elapse 
before the last rail is laid may now be 
measured if not by days certainly by weeks. 
(Applause.) 

1 well remember that it was said to rae 
when I waa on the point of starting upon 
my journey ucrosa the mountains that the 
scrfuory waa such that man could not holp 
feeling himself very small when ho found 
himsolt f ice to face with its grandeurs. 
There was a great deal of truth ^n niy 
frieiid'a obsjrvation (hear, hear) I can- 
not conceiro any siiiht more improasivu 
than that of the LjvHat barrier which na- 
ture has interpuaed between this province 
and the rest uf the Dominion. But, sir, 
when wo have admitted this may we not 
say something in acknowledgment of the 
detorminaliaii and tho skill which man 
has shown in at tucking theso barriers, 
ponetrating those mountain fastncnaes, 
and in bridging those raging torronte 
(loud applause) For my part while my 
firHt feeling disposes mo to bow my head 
reverently before the atuponduoua 
moniimonts which nature has erected 
in tbeae regions I feel bound to 
say Bomething for the onturpriso 
and peraeverance of thoRO who havn car- 
ried out this work, undeterred by physi- 
cal ohstacles upon a cuuntry a great part 
of which tha foot even of the Indian 
hunter has not loft a trace. 

It has given mo much ploaauro to ob- 
aorvo tho coiitidenco with which your peo- 
[)lo look forward to the results which tho 
completion of the lino ia likely to accom- 
plish for them. For my own part, I do 
not hesitate to say tfiat, whether we regard 
it from the point of view of this province 
or from that of the Dominion, or, again, 
from that of the British onipire, its con- 
sequoncea are likely to bo of the utmost 
moment. To your province, tho comple- 
tion of the line means commercial prox- 
imity to the rest of tho dominion: it 
means an acoeasiblo market for the pro - 
dnco of your fisheries, yvui- niiuea and 
your forestfl. Lot mo say one word more, 
especially in regard to tho latter. Tho 
aubject ia one which has occupied my at- 
tention a good deal since I have been in 
the Dominion, partly in consequence of 
enquiries which have been addressed to 
me by the Imperial government. The 
conclusion which has forced itself 
upon mo ia to tho eflect that there 
ia in pr^jgroRa a very coiisidiu'ablo and 
alarming shrinkage in thn timber supply 
of the world. The timber producing 
countries of the old world are quite unable 
to supply tho demand marie upon them. 
Tho forest regions of the great republic 
which i.djoin ua have, utileaa wo are mis- 
informed, (I speak of course aubject 
to correction in tho prcaenco of Colonel 
Stevens) been depleted to such an ox- 
tent that the viaiblo anpply will not last 
for more than a very limitod number of 
years. In old Canada tho devaataticn 
.occaaionod by forest lirea, and I am afraid 
ths somewhat reokleaa use which has 
been made of our forest roaourcea, have 
denuded vast diatricta and compelleu tho'se 
who are interested in the lumber industry 
to bring down their lumber from districts 
more remote from tho centres of distribu- 
tion. After a full review of all tho infor- 
mation which I waa able to collect, I came 
to the conclusion that in this pro vince 
alono the Dominion had still a source of 
timber supply upon which no oorious in- 
ruad.i have as yet been made. (Applanse.) 
1 ahall not readily forget the impression 
produced upon my mind by the sight of 



the huge stems through groves of %vhich I 
rode day after day on my passage over 
the luuuiitains, and I do not hesitate to 
say yeur hillaidea ap abie to produce a 
supply which- if 'wisely'.^ "administered 
should for years to come be a source 
of wealth to tho provioca. (Applause.) 

There ia ano titer respect in which I 
thiiilf you will bo largely beiielitted by tho 
improved oominunication afforded to you. 
I ara under the impresaion that from this 
tiros forth the tide of Eottleoienb is likely 
to flow with great rapidity towards your 
country both from the old world and from 
other parts of the Dominion. In this re- 
spect you have nn enornioua advantage 
overall othsr diatricta whicli are in com- 
petition with you. You have here a cli- 
mate resembling that of tho old country 
rather than that of. eastern Canada. I do 
not wiah to exaggerate' the terrors of a 
Canadian winter". Its severity is not in- 
coiiaistent with tho growth of an active 
and vigorous ruco (applause), and for my- 
self I may any that 1 have autfered more 
from the damp winter climate of the Old 
World than from the brighter cold of tlio 
New. It is, however, undoubtedly the 
case that many settlers sre deterred from 
coming to Canada by their knowledge 
of the rigor of ita winter climate, and 
when once it becomes known that an 
emigrant can arrive here in leas than 
three •noeka from the date of hia depar- 
ture from Liverpool you will I think have 
plenty of occupants for your viioaut laiida. 

With regard to your climate the only 
complaint I have to ^ make is that sonio 
of your reprbseutatives in Parliament 
at Ottawa wh» Stake 8 point when 
thoy call upou ma in the month of 
February, by which tinio tho thermota- 
eler usually rogistera aouio 30 ° below zero, 
aud wbon tho ground has been for throo 
uiontha buried tnulor a good luaiiy foot of 
aiiow, of explaining to mo that their latest 
ftdvicea from this province inform Uioni 
that exotic pliuits of all sorts anil tlesc^rip- 
tiotia aro already bloHaouiing in your giu- 
duiis here. (Great laughter.) 

So muoh tor the province. But, sir, I 
think the completion uf tho railway is 
likely to prove of tho greatest advantage 
to the whole Dominion, [Ueurl hear!] 
Tho great difficulty with which tho Do- 
minion has to contend ia her own afze and 
the extent of the territory' over which her 
pguulation is scattered. There are poo- 
dIb vho have asked thoinselvoa wheiher 
the heart at Ottawa is likely to pump 
blood into such romote extremities. 1 
think we may say with confidonco that in 
your case if tho blood waa to bo pumped 
througli tho veiaa of a foreign body — if 
intending settlers in the country, visitors 
attracted by your scenery and moinbers of 
parliament coming and going from the 
discharge of their official duties were to 
bo obliged, as th^y are now, to take a 
fortnight's jounioy by way ef the United 
States, the circulation in your limbs 
would have proceeded but iadiifcrently 
[heurl liesrl] 

Aud gentloineu, if what I have said with 
regard to tho interests of the province aud 
of tho Dominion ia true it is not leas true 
that the whole empire has a stake in this 
great enterprise, and is interested in the 
coDstructiun of a traiiscoutineutal line ruu- 
uinp through liritish territory. 

If there is one fact more lainarltablo than 
another in tho political peiiud through 
which wo are passing it i.s the manner 
in which tho people both of Grout 
Britain aud tlio ColonieH nro awaken- 
ing to Iho roapoiiaibilities which attach 
to such an empire aa uura. How- 
is that empire to be defended in the 
hour of need?_ How are we. to secure that 
supremacy at'sea which has so long been 
ours) To what extent may wo count on 
tho colonies and the colonies on us( 
Those are ijueslion w-hich are being aakod 
day by day by thoughtful men at home 
and abroad. You have hero atEiquiiualt 
a naval station likely, I think, in time to 
become one of the greatest and most im- 
portant strongholds of tho empire. [Ap- 
plause.] You have a coal supply Kuflicieiit 
for all the navies of tho world. You have 
a lino of railway — part of whicli L had 
the pleasure of visiting to day — which ia 
ready to bring that coal up to tho harbor 
of Esqiiimalt. You will shortly have a 
gra-ving dook^ capable of acbommbdating all 
but one or two of the Jai-gost of Her Maj- 
esty'H shipB. You have, in' short, nil the 
conditions requisite for what I believo is 
spoken of as a place d' annts; but, sir, un- 
til now that pluce d' ctrineH has bi^pii iiiac- 
coHsible except by aea. We shall hence- 
forth bo able to bring HUpplics, stores 
aud luatcriul of war to it by an alternative 
route, direct — oxpeditioua, and lying far 
more thoa hall its way over British terri- 
tory, [Applause.] 

I think, therefore, we need bo under 
no doubt as to the interests touched by 
tho establiahmant of this line, and that wo 
may be aasupod that if this province has 
a special interest in the matter the whole 
Dominion, uud not only the whole Do- 
minion but the empire at large, is likely 
to gain in strength and solidity by the 
change which is about to take place. 
(Applause.) 

That change, fortunately for us all, 
comes at a moment when public attention 
at home and in tha colonies ia being gen- 
erally directed to these imperial (lueations, 
and when tho relations of the mother 
country and her great self governing 
colonies aro engaging tlio earnest atten- 
tion of all thoughtful n^en. Anil, air, it 
is not too oitich to say, that there never 
was a moment when it was possible to 
look with mnro iatisfaation to the temp r 
in which those relations ai o dismissed 
Those relations wero never chnractorizod 
by a greater amount cjf cordial feeling 
and mutual respect than they aro at 
present. Those sentiments are not of a 
temporary character or due to accidental 
circumstances, nur are they peculiar to 
any party or cl^as within the British com- 
munity. The colonial policy of Great 
Britain is altogether outside the diaturb- 
ing iiiiliiencoa of party politics. We are, 
aa you know, keen politicians at liome, 
and party feeling runs pretty strongly 
with us as it does with you but you will 
not find any political party and I will un- 
dertake to Pay any ptditical section of the 
slightest importance which is prepared to 
profess indiU'erenco to our colonial em- 
pire or to make party capital out of our 
eolonial relations (loud applause). We 
have lately had iiimething like a political 
transforriiation scono at homo and an un- 
expected and dramatic transfer of power 
from ouo party to another. Political 
society in Great Britain has been con- 
vulsed, but tho vibrations of that con- 
vulsion have scarcely reached our shores. 
Both aidei are equally sound upon tho 
colonial question and'laUhongh you have 
been ivatohiiig'racBnt'ovoiita at Westmin- 
ster with the intelligent in' ist which 
you foel in all that concerns t'.je fortunes 
of tho mother country you can bo confi- 
dent that as far aa you aro youraalvoa con- 
cerned the dethronement of one party and 
tho arrival of another in its place involves 
no change which jneed in the sllglitpat do 
gree afloct yourselves'. A great ohnngo 
has come over public foelinp; at homo as 
to our colonial empire. I remomber read- 
ing a speech dolivcrod not long ago by 
Lord Derby upon tliia subject. Ho 
pointed out and I think with much 
truth and force that there h.ivu 
been three weil marked periods into which 
tho history of our dealing.^ with the great 



colonies may be divided. During tho Grst 
of those periods- Or^at Britain adminis- 
tered them forita own selfish ends, re- 
garding them as so tiiahy outlets for British 
oonimer.oOj and guiding theirtaSkirs. with- 
out reference tn the present necessities or 
the probablo future requirements of the 
colonies themselves. That period ended 
with the losa of the American colonies. 
Tu the period of aelfislmoaa succeeded a 
period of iudiflorenco. Finding that the 
oolonios deolined to be administered with 
a ladle view to the iDteresta-of the ^British 
islaiids, it became the fashion to look upon 
them .18 useless oxcreacencos which, as far 
aa W8 Wire concerned, might bo sulTered 
with feolitiga of -etiuinainity to drop off 
wheoijver it might suit them to do so from 
the parent trunk. "Those wretched eol- 
oniea," said Mr. Disraeli, writing to Lord 
iMitlmoabury in 1853, "will all be inde- 
poiKloiit in a few years, and aro a inill- 
alonu around our nocks." 1 am old 
euDugh to remember the time when I'oel- 
inga of this aort wore prevalent enongh 
in the old country although at this mo- 
Qieiit there are probably, few persons who 
ontcrlniu them, and fewer still who would 
eare tu express them if they did. 
Lord Bcaconsfield towards the close of his 
riimarkable career would certainly have 
been the last person to do so. At the 
present time vrhether you turn to tho 
speeches of Conserviitivo leaders or to 
thosn of lladieals like Mr. Chamberlain 
with his bold fconeeptiou of an English 
deiuoeracy inarching shoulder to shonldor 
all over the world, you v"''.l find uo tiucor- 
tnin noli' as to tho future of our Colonial 
i'liipin-, (.-Vpplause.) Wo have entered 
and are liviug iu the third period of tha 
life of that empire, the period of intelligent 
aud reasonable partnership between the 
mother country and tha colonies. Under 
that partnership there have grown up scnti- 
nieiits of mutual attachment and respect ho 
strong tlint umny of our most thoughtful 
statf-nieii livro and at homo have been led 
to oNiiVi Ss a ilc-sire, not for relief from th« 
res]}oii,sibiUlios which attach to a coiouial 
empire but for u still closer u) loo tbuu 
that wbic^h now exi.nts and for a more 
highly (levoh-ipeil form of association, a 
foi'm of a-Bociatiou n sling more than at 
preatiit upon contr.ictual ties and detiuiUt{ 
with greater distinctness the duties an J 
liabilities uud the privileges of both parlies 
to tho contract. In short tninake that part ' 
norship approach nioro closely what I bc- 
lievo is commonly spoken of as a Federa- 
tion of tho wliolo euipiie. (.Vpplause.) 

Well, air, tli.il subject is much too 
grave and aorioua a one to be treated 
wihliii the li; ,its of an aftor dinner 
sueech. Theao proposals have as yet not 
taken a very dolinito shape, or at any rate, 
if thoy have buun formulated it has been 
by individual refoirroers rather than by 
the rocognizefl loaders of public opinion 
oil her at homo or in tho colonies. There 
aru, lunvevor, I tliink some con- 
siderations which are ao obvious 
and unqueationablo that we need scarcely 
bo afraid to give utterance to iheni. 
I bad tho pleasure of reading, not long 
ago, an interesting article on a re- 
view published on the' other side 
(if the frontier. Tho writer advanced 
reasons which were conclusive, in his 
npiiiion, in favor of a radical change 
in the relations of Canada and Great Bri- 
tain. One of those to which most promi- 
iienco was give waa this. I will state it 
in the writer's own words: "Still another 
class of diaad vantages iniist be nieniioned 
as a result of tho connection. The Dom- 
inion ia enabled by being a dependency of 
Great Britain tu borrow large .sums of 
money upon favorable term's:' This the 
author vory candidly says is "certainly 
not regarded in Canad., .-.a a misfortune 
but tliero is" ho adds "good reason to 
think that ilia a misfortune novertheleas. " 
(Luiijhtor) So that tho head and front 
of our olTcnding ia that your finance min- 
ister is, thanks tu tho British connection, 
able tu go tu London and get money rather 
below 4 per cent. (Laughter). 

The writer proceeds to expatiate upon 
tlio diaad vantages to which Canada is lia- 
ble from the fact that no commercial 
trealies are negotiated through tha British 
toroigii ollicu. I must sa}' 1 would hardly 
have regarded that as a disadvantage to 
the Dominion (hsar, hear and laughter). 
Singularly enough throughout hia lameu- 
tiiti-Jiiii I caiiiiol find a single rgferonco to 
tho ctiateiicB of such a peraoniigo as the 
C.irui(ii;in high commissioner, or to tho 
fact that whenever commercial . negotia- 
tion a atiecting the Dominion are in pro- 
gress the Dominion government is invari- 
ably consulted at every stage, and that it 
ii usual to associate tho high oommisaioncr 
for the purposes of tho negotiation with 
the olliciala of the foreign oflice. 



But, gentlemen, the matter does not 
stiq) there. Ii it nothing that in whatever 
part of the world you may tind yourselves 
you may claim tho privihujns of British 
citizens (loud upiilauae), and expect the 
respect and consideration which all over 
the iforld a British aubjoct is entitled to 
and will ruceive? Is it nothing that hav- 
ing ua you have a growing trade and a 
large ooiuniorcial navy and an extensive 
coast lino on two oceans, your trade, your 
n!ivy, your coast.s, are under the protoc- 
tiun»o[ lleeta wiiich even tho bitterest 
d'-'iracLors aro obliged to recognize as being 
superior to the fleets of any other nation 
in the world? Is it nothing that the 
whole of tha reaourcea of tho British diplc- 
matic service — a aet'vice of 'vhich tho 
moinbera in point of training and elUoi- 
oiicy are not surpassed by the diplomatic 
service uf any Sthei nation — is available 
fur tho promutiun of your interests? Is it 
nothing that the highest tribunal of tho 
empire — a tribunal in which the most dis- 
tinguialied traditiona of tho British juris- 
prudence are enthroned — ia accooaiblo to 
you as it is to ubI (Loud applause.) I 
hav6 said nothing of the bonda roaulting 
from a common origin and history, a com- 
mon language and literature, and from 
public iu.stiluciona closely resembling each 
otlicf, and ^iving ui an amount of free: 
dom not enj lyod by any other com- 
munity' in the world. (Applause.) 
All theao are no imaginary or 
uuHub.slantial bonds of union aud their 
value is recognized both hero and at homo. 

I say therefore let us before we attempt 
to niter and improve at least take care that 
wo realize the advantages which tho present 
stiite of things undoubtedly aflbrds. 

But, gentlemen, when I say that I hope 
you will not understand me as arguing 
that that stnto of things is in all respects 
incnpablo of iinprovomeut. 

I will in the lirst place take upon myself 
to say that if it could bo shown that under 
existing arrangements tho great colonies or 
any of them are not allowed a sullicieut op- 
portunity of making their wishes known iu 
regard to matters of Imperial importance 
you will find nine Englishmen out of ten 
willing and nHxious to improve those op- 
portunities. Tor my own part, I am dis- 
posed to think that many of ua are una- 
ware of the extent to which tho colonics 
are already consulted whenever quostiona 
atiecting their interests are at issue. You 
have on tlie ono hand the representative of 
the ci-owu in residence at tho capital aud in 
coiistunt communication both with your 
ministers and with tho governmoTit at home 
Vou have ou the other baud tho ofllcial 
r't-prtaeutntive of tho Dominion living with- 
in a stone's throw of Iho colonial ofBoe and 
iu eonstantcoicmuuioation v>-ithit. Wliether 
yon would improve very much xipoa ,trhiB 
arrangement by, let us say, the'adoiiRnon

of a few Canadian deputies to an Imperial 
parliameut sitting at Westminster, iu ii l>ar- 
Hameut ia which they would nceesii.i'rily 
be liable to Cud IheniselvcB outvoted by 
members from the other , porta of the em- 
pire, I do not feel at all sure. 

There is one btheir proposition I will 
veutura to ' ni8kB,"''ana!-' tl»afc ia, that I 
should view, and I cannot help thinkini; 
the people of Canada would view, with 
the greatest suspicion any proposal hav- 
ing for its object what mi^hd, bo described 
as the atliliatiou of tliu Dominion to tho 
old country in regard to 'la fiscal syatotii, 
Y'ou enjoy at present tho widest meaanro 
of indepeiidenoe in regard to the manago- 
ment of your own financial olFaira, and I 
believe that there are fow privileges more 
valuable in your eyes. As far aa I am 
aware the only limits which tho old coun- 
try has sought to impnso upon yoii^com- 
plete freedom of action in this respect aio 
two. That yini alioiild reapoct tho treaty 
ob'igations uhicli .ira binding on tho 
whide onipire, and that your tariff Rystein 
should tiot, to any appreciable c-Moiit, 
deny to the iiio^her country any adv.iii- 
tttgos conceded to a foreign power. Within 
those limits the moat complete discretion 
has been cheerfully conceded to you, and 
I am not afraid tu confess that I should 
regard with apprehension any attempt, 
however well meant, to invent a linaiicial 
system which alioukl bo applicable to all 
the diU'ereiit parts of tho linbi.ih ijinpirc. 
with their varying and, I am afraid, SDinu 
ti.mas incompatible interusts. 

The only other proposition whicli 1 
should venture to urge is this that if there 
ia any point at which wo may reasonably 
hope to improve the coudiliona of tho 
partnership already existing betsvcen the 
old Country and her colunies, that point is 
to be found whop w-o come to a consiilora- 
tion ot tho defences uf tho I'Jrilish empire. 
That ia a questiou which recent events have 
brought proniini-ntly undtr our iidtico. 
How do '.vti stand in rogmd tu that ijiios- 
tion'i' Wo nitist in the fust place hear in 
mind that the Im[ioiiHl tii)vi.-niiiiont bus 
])lacod upon rcixird a (in'ui;d iuluiissii)n nf 
its responsibility for tho defmec uf (,'anadii 
from foreign iiggre.ssion. Thai is a pledgu 
from which it bus ucv«r sunglit to recoile, 
but if it is to be fulHllt.'d it a|.ipc'nrs to iiio 
to carry with it o correlative obligation on 
the part of the colonies to do what lies in 
their power to strengthen their own loftd 
defences and to place their forces in a eon- 
ditioii fitting thinn tu fear their jiarl in any 
groat iniperiid eiuorgt-iu-y , 

1 am huuiul to any that iiolhiii;| cuuld be 
iiioie salisfaetory than tho ntlituih.' uf the 
great dependeiu-ies of the einpiro in regard 
to tills question. It is one of the most 
vital importance to tho cinpiie. It is oi;e 
in which this part of the Donnuioii situated 
aa it is hna a vory especial inlLiest, and I 
do not know- any question nioro deserving 
of earnest consideration by the governnieulB 
both of tho Dominiou and of the Empire. 
(Applause.) 

We on our side have admitted without 
any reserve our responsibility for your 
defense. You on your side aro, I boliavo, 
ready to second our elDjrLs, and more es- 
pecially in regard to your local defense to 
undertake so muoh of this liability aa pro- 
perly belunga to you. "But, Sir, these 
questions cannot be left to the inspiration 
and impulse of tho moment. Tlicy aro, 
rather, matters to which everyone of 
ua is bound to give his moat attentive 
thought. It ia above all important that 
they should be thoroughly considered in 
the colonies themselves, because you may 
depend upon it that in dealiiig,with these 
questions it will be the desire of tho Im- 
perial government to act with you and 
not in spite of you, and that nothing will 
so much conduce to their setllnnient as a 
clear dilinition by yourselves of that 
which you ypuraelvea desire [applause] 
I feel suro that these aubjecu will be con- 
sidered by you aa they will by us under 
the influence nf a deep conviction that tho 
unity of tho empire ia worth preserving, 
and that fratn one end of it to tho other 
we are nliko interested in preserving for 
those who aro to come after us tho mag- 
nificent heritage which the courage and 
enterpriso of our predeceBsors has secured 
for ourselves. [Groat applause ] 

The speech, which was froqueiitly ap- 
plauded during its delivery, was Bniahed 
amid loud and oontinued cheoriug. 

Coun. Earla proposed His Honor the 
LieuU-Qovernor, Music— "The English- 
man." 

His Honor, who was cheered said that, 
although conaidi'rin;; tbu prcsonco of hia 
excellency, ho had auppoaed thul his subor- 
dinate position would have been in abey- 
ance for tho time, still as it was iii)t so ho 
was glad to hayo tho opportunity of ex- 
pressing his appreciaticu of the honor 
tendered him. 

In proposing "Tho Navy, Army and 
Volunteers," Hon. Justice Gray elo- 
quently alluded to tho Uutre, the honor 
and glory which had centicd round tlio 
British oiiipiro from tho united efforts ot 
the branches of service nieiitioiiod iu. the 
toast. England's iron messengers of war 
had always boon the precursors of free- 
dom. (Loud applause. ) No nian during 
tho last fifty years could ever say with 
truth that England had coiiiineiiced for 
the Bake of Bclf-nggraiidizcnient. Tho 
volunteers had been nn integral part of 
the constitution of the Doiuinion, and 
the lata oocurrencas in the Northwest 
would show that Canada could depend 
upon her vulunteers. (Apiilause.) Music — 
"Red, White and Blue." 

Admiral Seyinonrninid applause I hanked 
his excellency and the nompany geueniUy 
for having ao well received tho toast — 
ono which WHS always well roceived by 
Englishnieu. (Applause.) Iler Majesty's 
ehipa, ollicers and crew, he beliov.^d, were 
as good as thoy ever were. (Clicers ) 
Tho only thing was they wanted mure of 
them. (Renewed njiplausp.) The hap 
piest years of naval nllicers' lives were 
passed among tho colonies, and for his 
part ho was imt at all anxious to go home 
again. (Lauj^hler and .-ipplnuiio ) 

Lord Melgund responded for the army 
in patriotic torina; and was followed by 
Capt. Wolfendon fur the vnluntet^rs. 

"Douiuion Government, Seiinte and 
Commons;" proposed by Hon. W. Binithc, 
■^vho humorously alluded to tho lateness of 
the hinir and suggesled the cnrtailnK nt of 
the length of tho spooi-hcs ami omissions 
of responses, and set Iho e.\:iin;ilrt by sim- 
ply proposing the abovu toast. IMusie, 
"AVait for the Wagon. ' 

Mr. E. C. Bakor, in rcspoiidiug, said 
that ho did not quite agree with the last 
speaker with regard to reaponaes, nor, for 
all he kuow, did tho rest of the company. 
Still, he would, witboat lengthy remarks, 
content himself with ackuowlodgiug the 
toast. Followed by Mr. Shakespeare.

He 
proceeded in a most humorous strain and 
drifted somewhat into what , might he 
called an American political 'vein-\duiriug 
Tvhich sevorai calls of "Time" convulsed 
lh<» uasiiinhied guests.

Atji Omission troni the Bonrd of 
Trittle Aildrcss. 

An important clauae was omitted from 
tho board of trade's address in yesterday 
morning's Culunid. It was tho one refer- 
ring to the defences about to bo establish- 
ed in this province, and is as follows: 

"Aa an initiatory step towards this end, 
tho members of the board hail with plea- 
sure tho announcement made by Sir A. P. 
Oarcn, in the house of commons at its 
la«l Beasion, that tho Dominion govern- 
ment would shortly proceed to establish 
"C battery and school of gunnery" at 
soniu point in the vicinity of Victoria and 
lC.-(pi iinalt, tho necessity for which (in 
order to protect the very valuable public 
works in course of completion) was fully 
recognized by tho action of the federal 
parliament in voting a sum of monoy for 
that purpose, the object of which we hope 
(ui view (jf the forward state of the grav- 
iiij,' dock) may bo carried out at the ear- 
liest possible moment." 

To this his excellency made the follow- 
ing reply: 

"I can assure you that Iho question of 
tho defences of this portion of the seaboard 
of the Dominion is ono which-' will not 
escape the attention either of the Imper- 
ial or the Dominion governments. The 
eatablishmeut of a battery of Dominion 
artillery and a'achool of gunnery in this 
neighborhood Is a practical recognitioi^ on 
tho part of tha latter of the responsibility 
which attaches to it." 



Timouoii Rate.s. — A number of people 
who have lately gone east have boon fool- 
ish enough to buy local tickets from Vic- 
toria to Portland and there buy through 
eastern tickets, ihinking thereby that 
they would savo money by competition 
among the ticket agents. This ia a fal- 
lacy, for the Oregon Short Line and the 
Northern Pacific railway pool their re- 
ceipts from Portland and the rate over 
both roads from Portland is tho satne. 
Comparing Iho Portland rate to New York 
with that of Victoria to the same place, it 
can easily be seen that every through 
ticket bought in Victoria will save the 
buyer §10. The Portland rate is $74.50 
and tho Yictoria rate |i8 §75 50 to New 
York. This reduction is made because 
all business north of Portland is not in 
the pool, it beiu}; regarded exclusively as 
Northern Pacific territory; therefore it is 
an object for thu latter road to make the 
vory apparent reduction. Through pas- 
sengers from this city to any part of the 
east should make a note uf this fact. ,
